Yon  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house  in  said 

Alton  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March  next,  at 

nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 

subjects : 
Article  1.     To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 

to  raise  to  pay  all  necessary  charges  of  the  town  for 

the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $71  6.00, 
the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure  trunk  line 
aid  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  highways, 
agreeable  to  Chapter  93,  Laws  of  1915. 

Article  3.  To  see  it*  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $500.00, 
the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure  trunk  line 
and  state  aid  maintenance  for  the  care  Of  the  high- 
ways, agreeable  to  Chapter  1  .'>.">,  Laws  of  1911. 

Article  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  repair  of  highways  and  bridges  for  the 
year  ensiling,  in  addition  to  that  required  to  be  raised 
by  law. 

Article  5.  To  sec  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vole 
to  raise  for  the  construction  of  sidewalks. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  decoration  of  soldiers'  graves. 
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Article  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  maintenance  of  the  public  library,  in 
addition  to  that  required  to  be  raised  by  law. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  or  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  holding 
a  fruit,  vegetable  and  poultry  show,  also  to  elect  a 
committee  to  arrange  and  lay  out  the  same. 

Article  J).  To  see  if  the  town  of  Alton  will  vote  to  pur- 
chase the  Alton  &  Alton  Hay  Water  Company's  sys- 
tem, together  with  its  rights,  franchises,  lines,  con- 
duits, veal  estate  and  personal  property,  and  to  see 
what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  either 
by  taxation  or  upon  its  bonds  ami  notes  to  pay  for  tie' 
same  and  to  appoint  any  committee  or  commit  lees 
necessary  to  carry  out  any  vote  taken.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alton: 

The  ending  of  the  school  year  coming  August  31,  to- 
gether with  the  fiscal  year  ending  at  the  same  time,  makes 
it  impossible  to  give  a  complete  school  report  up  to  date. 

For  the  school  year  ending  June  1,  1918,  the  total  en- 
rollment was  231,  with  4.">  registered  in  the  high  school. 
Of  these,  135  were  boys  and  96  girls.  The  average  mem- 
bership was  198,  with  an  average  attendance  of  18(5.  Per 
cent  of  attendance  for  all  schools  was  !>:>.  Thirteen  pupils 
were  neither  absent  nor  tardy.  Owing  tc  the  necessary 
work  for  the  war  and  other  interests,  the  number  of  visits 
from  citizens  was  less  than  former  years. 

There  are  registered  in  the  schools  at  present  abonl 
210  pupils,  45  of  whom  are  high  school  attendants.  All 
of  the  children  this  year  are  in  the  central  buildings.  This 
domes  about  for  two  reasons,  the  very  small  number  re- 
siding in  two  of  the  former  districts  and  the  great  scarcity 
of  teachers,  especially  in  the  rural  schools.  Undes  the 
present  circumstances,  it  is  much  better  foi  all  of  the  chil- 
dren to  be  in  the  central  schools. 

We  found  it  necessary  last,  summer  to  make  an  extra 
schoolroom  and  use  another  teacher  in  the  main  building, 
making  two  grades  in  a  room  instead  of  three  as  formerly. 
Even  so.  the  number  in  two  rooms  is  still  too  large.  This 
conies  about  from  more  children  living  in  the  village  as 
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there  are  less  than  20  extra  coming  from  the  rural  schools 
discontinued,  and  they  are  distributed  in  five  rooms. 

This  change  necessitated  providing  a  place  for  manual 
training  work  and  an  agricultural  recitation  room.  Af- 
ter consulting  with  I  he  stale  department  of  public  instruc- 
tion it  seemed  best  to  move  one  of  the  rural  school  build- 
ings to  the  center.  This  building  has  been  well  arranged 
and  lilted  with  benches,  forges,  etc.,  necessary  to  match 
the  standards  required  of  schools  complying  with  and  re- 
ceiving federal  aid  from  the  Smith-Hughes  Act.  Under 
the  provision  of  this  act,  Alton  received  .SiMit.L'S  last  year 
and  will  receive  about  $400.00  this  year,  making  an 
amount  practically  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  of  mov- 
ing and  milting  the  building  in  its  present  shape. 
AGRICULTURE 

The  results  from  the  school  projects  were  very  com 
mendable  considering  the  killing  frost  at  both  ends  of  the 
season,  and  the  children  who  carried  on  home  garden 
work,  as  well  as  the  boys  in  the  agricultural  course,  de 
serve  very  strong  commendation.  That  kind  of  work  will 
lie  continued  this  year  and  the  agricultural  teacher  has 
bee))  engaged  for  the  summer. 

TEACHERS'  SALARIES 

The  salaries  of  teachers  in  Alton  never  have  been  high — 
not  as  high  as  thev  oughl  to  have  been.  However,  we 
have  been  most  fortunate  in  gettng  teachers  who  have 
been  doing  high-grade  work  even  with  low  salaries.  This 
has  been  due  in  part  to  the  excellent  reputation  of  the 
Alton  schools.  Tin3  salaries  of  the  teachers  this  year  were 
raised  a  little  but  not  in  keeping  with  the  cost  of  living. 
We  have  come  to  the  point  now  where  it  can  be  rightly 
said  that  the  minimum  salary  of  the  grade  teachers  in  the 
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central  school  building  should  not  be  less  than  $000  and 
the  salary  of  high  school  teachers  enough  to  retain  tli<> 
kind  of  teachers  we  need  for  the  Alton  high  school. 

For  a  general  statement  of  school  work,  T  refer  you  to 
my  last  two  reports.  However,  some  changes  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  times  will  have  to  he  made.  We  are  living  in  a 
new  day  and  a  new  world.  New  emphasis  is  being  placed 
on  American  citizenship,  on  land  production  on  moral 
education,  on  health  enlargement,  on  social  responsibility, 
on  the  use  of  the  hands  with  the  use  of  the  uead.  We 
must  meet  these  needs  in  the  training  of  the  children  un- 
der our  care,  whatever  may  be  the  cost. 

1  need  say  no  more.  Will  you  not  visit  the  schools  and 
make  any  suggestions  that  you  may  have  for  constructive 
education?
